Sunflowers Ideal Forage Crop 


It would seem to be settled beyond 
doubt by the experiments of Professor 
G. H. Hutton, superintendent of the 
agricultural and animal industry 
branch of the Canadian Pacific Rall- 
Way,conducted at its experimental 
farm at Strathmore, Alberta, that sun- 
flowers are the {deal forage crop of 
this province, if returns in tons per 
acte are any criterion of crop values 

Two and a half acres close to the 
buildings on the farm were sown hl. 
rows three feet apart this spring, ir 
rigated and properly cultivated be 
tween the rowe, and tht crop, whicli 
hag just been cut and placed in silo 
was accurately weighed, and the re- 
sult showed a yield of 39.6 tons to the 
acre, green weight placed in silo. As 
there is mojsturt at the rate of 82,41 
per cent. in sunflowers, this would 
give a yield of dry matter per acre of 
a little over six tons.

While exact figures are not yet ob 
tainable, wheat authorities now seem 
:o b® conforming to the general opin. 
‘on that Canada’s total yield of whea 
this year will be 248,000,000 bushels 
a8 compared with 189,000,000 bushels 
last year. Of this crop the share o; 
the eWatern Provinces is 166,000,000 
bushelg, or over two-thirds of the 
total yleld, 

In addition, one of the most reHabl 
sources in Canada has estimated tha 
the West will produce 227,000,00( 
bushels of oats, 37,000,000 bushels of 
barley, 6,000,000 bushels of flax and 
over 2,000,000 bushels of rye. 


Alberta’s Crop Exceeds Al) 
Expectations 


Pessimistic rumors regarding 
Alberta’s crop are being contradicted 
from all parts of the province now 
that actual returns can be measured. 
The greater part of the threshing is 
how completed and everywhere the 
ylelds are exceeding previous expec- 
tations, s 

According to reports received from 
various farming centres, in no district 
ig there @ complete failure while the 
average yield of wheat in many areas 
{es between twenty-five and thirty 
bushels to the acre, Instances are 
daily being recorded of forty or fifty 
bushel yields—one farmer at Bashaw, 
in the eCntral part of the province, 
has just threshed a three hundred acre 
field of Marquis wheat averaging 
over forty-two bushels to the acre, the 
greater part of the grain grading 
number one Northern — the ‘highest 
grade possible. 

In the irrigated districts threshing 
is almost completed and first-class 
crops are everywhere reported, Re- 
turns seemto indicate that the wheat 
crop here will average over thirty 
bushels per acre, while some yields 
are almost double that amount. 

The general rain throughout the 
province during the past two weeks 
augers well for next year's crop and 
farmers are getting optimistic regard: 
ing the outlook for a bumper crop, 
A large amount of new breaking 1s 
taking place, one ranch alone having 
already prepared 20,000 acres tor the 
eeason.

A Butterfly Farm 


Vegetation Consists of Shrubs on 
Which Caterpillars Live 


An unusual “farm” has been start- 
ed near Macon, France, by Mr, Andre, 
a French entomologist. Mr. Andre 
raises butterflics and silkworms, and 
so the vegetation of his farm consists 
of mulberry, oak, ash, cypress, lilac, 
pine, plum, hawthorn, and other trees 
and shrubs on which the caterpillars 
that become butterflies live. In in- 
fancy the butterflies are protected by 
being inclosed in tulle bags which are 
fastened to the twig or branch on 
which the young caterpillars are to 
feed; as the caterpillars get bigger the 
tulle bags are taken away, and the 
caterpillars left free to spin their 
which are collected from the 
and*bushes very much like some 
kind of fruit and placed in 
little wire cages until the perfect but- 
terflies emerge. On this side the 
work of the butterfly farin is com- 
mercial, but no less important is the 
experimental work of the farm with 
silkworms, by which sooner or later 
the butterfly hopes to provide the 
world with silkworms that will pro- 
duce a fine grade of silk in a north- 
erly climate,

Thé fact that fifty thousand dollars’ 
worth of food has been taken out of 
cold storage planta in Winnipeg this 
Summer in a decayed or putrid condi{- 
tion to be destroyed by fire will lead 
many a reader of the soul-stirring 
news to ask the question whether this 
hew-fangled method of keeping food. 
Stuffs in huge icesboxes month after 
month and year after year is really 
one of the blessings of our modern 
civilization, 

In the old days provisions had to 
be consumed within a limited time 
or they went bad. They had to be 
sold in season or they were a dead 
loss to the wholesale merchants who 
gathered them. When the new 
storage method came into effect it 
was hailed as a distinct benefit and 
there is no doubt that if it had been 
handled by the govrnment, or if the 
cold storage companies had been pro- 
perly restricted, forbidden, for in- 
stance, to keep foodstuffs more than 
a few months without disposing. of 
them, it would have been a blessed 
device, says the Calgary Herald, 

Today, however, there is no ineti- 

tution in the country that is so uni- 
versally cursed as the cold storage 
plant. This is due to the fact that 
it is one of the most responsible fac- 
tors in shooting up ‘the price of pro- 
Visions in the winter months, 
In fact the agents of ‘the cold storage 
octopus are abroad everywhere in 
June and July collecting eggs and but- 
ter from every hamlet in the country, 
paying a fair price for them, anyhow 
corralling as many of them as possible, 
and then putting them dnto their 
gloomy castles and keeping them there 
until they can secure an exorbitant 
price, The callous policy of these 
Plants in allowing their stores to rot 
rather than sell them at a reasonable 
price, at what most people would re- 
gard as a fair profit, has made them 
anothema to the consumer, 

Surely $50,000 bon-fires such as 
“Vinnipeg has witnessed will force 
the government to put a stop to this 
intolerable condition of affairs.

Every City and 
District Will Win 
My Flas” 


When Edward, Prince of Wales— eager, bright 
eyed, smiling and sincere—arrived ‘in Canada in 
August, and when he voiced his great admiration of 
the wonderful achievements of Canadians, on the 
fields of battle and at home, once again we were 
thrilled with joyous pride. 

He asked concerning Canada’s reconstruction pro- 
gramme, and when he was told of the Victory Loan 
1919, he graciously consented to the use of his Coat 
of Arms on a flag, which is to be the P' of honour 
for districts achieving their quota in the loan, 

In dedicating “The Prince’s Flag” at Ottawa on 
Labor Day, His Royal Highness said in part:-- 

“It is a great joy to me to be associated with the 
loan, which is the bridge between war and Peace, and 
which is finishing off the job.” 

“I hope every city and district will win my flag.” 

Striking, and beautiful in design, this flag will form 
not only an unique memento of Victory Year, but a 
lasting and outstanding souvenir of the visit of His 
Royal Highness—a visit which will remain as one of 
the most memorable events in Canada’s history, 

The reproduction above shows the design of the 
flag. The body is white, the edge red; in the upper 
left hand corner is the Union Jack, and in the lower 
right hand corner the Prince of Wales’ Coat of Arms, 

The flag is made in two sizes, 4 feet 6 inches by 
9 feet for small cities, towns and villages, and 7 feet 
by 13 feet 6 inches for cities of over 10,000 population. 

Canada has been divided into canvassing districts 
by the Victory Loan Organization. Each sity forms 
one district. Other districts have been determined 
according to population, 

Each of these canvassing districts has been allotted 
a certain amount in Victory Bonds to sell. To win 
the Prince’s Flag, therefore, a district has to sell its 
allotment. That is the one and simple condition. 

Anticipating that many districts will buy far 
beyond their allotment, the organization decided that 
for each twenty-five per cent. excess of the quota one 
Prince of Wales’ Crest be awarded. Thus the workers 
in a district doubling its quota will be the proud win- 
ners of four small crests for their Honour Flag. These 
crests will be sewn to the flag. The Prince’s Crest— -

This criticism is not borne out by 
experience where P.R, has been tried. 
The strength and stability of a dem- 
Ocratic executive depend upon two 
factors—its personnel and its gbility 
to. interpret the will of the people.

M. Georges Lorand, the well- 
known Belgian M.TP., states that un- 
der PLR. not only were all partics re- 
presented in Parliament, but “they 
were represented by their ablest men 
and leaders, whilst under the former 
majority system prominent men pass- 
ed half their lives outside the House. 
Parliamentary life has consequently 
gained in authority.” “Perhaps the 
principal benefit of P.R..” he adds, 
“has been that political life, which has 
been intensified everywhere, has also 
been purified, the weapons employed 
being generally more courteous and 
more dignified.” 

Further, a democratic government 
will be stable if it interprets the will
